PARIS, Oct. 15.—The first ap- 
pearance in France of Rota Rinaldi, 
li-year-old Italiam composer, was 
too much of a success for his moth- 
er’s peace of mind, and she has de- 


termined definitely that she is go- 
ing to have @ healthy son rather 
‘than a spoiled prodigy. 

Therefore, the Friday night’s per- 
formance of the boy’s oratorio, “The 
Childhood of St. John the Baptist,” 
'was his last public appearance, so 
long as his mother has anything to 
‘say about it. 
| Paris music critics traveled six 
‘hours by train to Turcoing in North- 
‘ern France to hear the oratorio and 
lcame back declaring it to be the 
| work of a musician of undoubted 
inspiration and some technical abil- 
‘ity and one who is destined to write 
beautiful music if permitted to ma- 
‘ture properly. 

French musical opinion is that 
Rota Rinaldi is a child of excep- 
‘tional musical gifts. One critic said: 
“The oratorio abounds in musical 
suggestions, which developed more 
'broadly and knit into a homogenots 
structure, weuld give the effect of 
the grandeur of Handel.” 

The young composer has heard his 
name mentioned with Mozart and 
Handel so frequently that he is be- 
ginning to understand that he is

Saturday night Rinaldi indulged his 
new found artistic temperament in 
a theatrical way by refusing to con- 
duct in public the orchestra which 
‘he had twice conducted at rehear- 
sal.

Most of Employers Meet Demands 
for Wage Increase. 

The strike of union iron molders 
and foundry employes, which had 
been called to become effective to- 
day, did not become general, as most 
of the employers are reported’ to 
have met the demand for an in- 
frease of 50 cents a day, from $7 to 
$7.50 for molders, and a proportion- 
ate increase for other workers, 
whose minimum wage had been 52% 
cents an hour.

They can secure 
such quantities only through per- 
mission of the Federal authorities. 
No liquor can lawfully be manufac- 
tured except by Federal permission. 
No alcohol can be produced with- 
out a Federal permit. All Whisky 
and alcohol in storage is solely in 
control of the United States.

What 
we have done is simple. We have 
merely used the powers we had in 
an honest and, I believe, an intelll- 
gent effort to enforce the law. We 
have not been content merely to go 
through the motions, nor have we 
been willing to stick to methods long 
since proved Ineffective. We have 
undertaken not merely to give the 
appearance of an effort to close the 
saloon, but actually to close them, 
and for that purpoge to use or devise 
the most effective means possible 
under the law as it stands. Results 
are wHat we want and it is results 
we have set out to get, if not by one 
method, then by another. 

“The Legislature refused me a law 
to regulate breweries and another to 
regulate stills. But we propose to 
use what we have. The essential fact 
is that every power available to the 
government of Pennsylvania wiil be 
used to put an end, so far as Penn- 
sylvania is concerned, to the black 
disgrace which has overtaken the 
people of this nation in the present 
eruption of law breaking, which I 
say eadvisediy could have been 
checked at the beginning. but which 
has, without good reason, been al- 
lowed to besmirch the good name of 
the United States. 

“Perhaps the strongest encourage-
